“Some persons he. were peculiar- 
ly entitled to be present and whose 
testimony would’ ‘have Satisfied: all 
minds accessible to reason were ab- 
‘sent,” wrote Lord Macaulay. .Thus 
was imputed to: the King:-and Queen 
the crime of foisting upon the realm, 
“as heir to the throne, a male child not 
their own-—that hapless little Prince, 
James Francis Edward Stuart, known 
later as the Chevalier St. George. It 
was soon after. the birth of this little 
Prince of Wales who James II had 
hoped would be his successor that 
the King had to flee to France, where 
at the Court of St. Germain he. gath- 
ered about him his Jacobite follow- 
ers, 

During* those troublous times there 
dwelt. in England Sir Theophilus 
Oglethorpe, a brave soldier, who had 
been brigadier general and ‘principal 
equerry to James II, and who, after 
the latter’s flight, refused to serve 
against him. This refusal caused a 
warrant to be issued. against Ogle- 
‘thorpe on the ground that he was a 
Jacobite, and he also’ escaped to 
France, although later returning to 
take ‘the oath of allegiance to King 
William and to sit in Parliament. 
Among Oglethorpe's various children 
were two daughters, Anne and Elean~ 
or, who, during the family’s exile in 
France, were brought up as Catholics 
and .who befriended the exiled -King..

.FROM A COLLECTION of humorous stories about the 
game, two of which concern matches played in France, are 
worth recounting.
